One of the interesting par­ 
liamentary clashes occurred when Al­ 
derman Henning, of the third ward, 
voiced a vigorous protest against al­ 
lowing the bill of tile Slipp-Uruen- 
liagen Co. for lite balance due on se w ­ 
er work on laterals A l, AU and A3. 
Mr. 
Henning claimed the company 
had not fulfilled its contract and that 
it was not entitled to tile money. He 
ev en went so far as to put a motion 
that tile bill was to be disallowed and 
it was voted on and passed. 
Judd Wright, of the Slipp-Gruen- 
hagen Co., then asked tile council 
what disposition was to be made of 
the matter and explained the con­ 
tracting company's side of the ques­ 
tion. 
Alderman Elder put a motion that 
the matter be referred to the sewer 
committee and it carried. 
Judd Wright then Hayed the mak­ 
e r of the motion to disallow the bill 
and the council for voting on such a 
proposition and said it was the only 
body in the United States where such 
a motion had ever been put and con­ 
sidered. 
The proper procedure was 
to vote on the allowance and not the 
disallowance.
